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FOREWORD 

These    statistics   supplement  U.S.D.A.   Miscellaneous  Publication   595, 
"Peacetime  Adjustments  in  Farming  —  possibilities  under  Prosperity   Condi- 
tions."    Together  these   reports   are  the  national    and  regional    summarization 
of   cooperative  work  between  the  Land-Grant    Colleges  and  the  U.S.    Department 
of  Agriculture,   undertaken  during  the  last  half  of  1944. 

This  nation-wide   study  grew  out   of  the   realization  that  the  war  years 
were  having   a  profound  effect  upon  American  agriculture,     Hany  of  the  local 
and  regional    patterns  of  production  prevailing  when  hostilities   ceased  are 
considerably  changed  from  those   of  prewar  years.     They  are  not   always  those 
which,   if  perpetuated,  would  result  in  maintenance   or  improvement   of  our 
physical    resources   and  would  yield   stable   farm  incomes  and   satisfactory- 
levels  of  living, 

Host  technological    changes  were   accelerated  during  the  war.     Farms  are 
fewer  and  larger.      Output  ner  worker  increased  despite   a  less   skilled  and  a 
diminishing  labor  force.     Fertilizer  and  lime  were   applied  in  greater  quanti- 
ties  and  on  more   acres  than  ever  before.      Significant   advances  were  made  in 
plant   and  animal   breeding   and  in  disease   and  pest    control. 

Recognizing  the  need  for   an' appraisal    of  the  wartime    condition  of 
American  agriculture,    area  by  area,    regionally  and  nationally,    and  of  the 
changes  it  would  pay  farmers  to  make  to  place  peacetime   farming  on  a  pro- 
fitable  and   stable   basis,    State   Production  Adjustment    Committees    composed 
of  technical  workers  in  the  Land-Grant    Colleges,    and   State   representatives 
of  Federal    agricultural    agencies,   have    studied  these  problems   and  prepared 
reports   on  the  basis   of  uniform   assumptions  regarding  peacetime    conditions. 
All    States   reported  on  postwar  agriculture   under   conditions  of  full  "employ- 
ment  and  general    prosperity,    and  some   developed  their   studies   on  alterna- 
tive   sets   of   assumptions.      These   studies,   for  agriculture,    complement  those 
being  made  by  industry  and  other   sectors  of  the   economy. 

The   general    assumptions  regarding  postwar  prosperity   conditions  used 
by  the   U.S.   Department   of  Agriculture   and  the    State  Production  Adjustment 
Committees  were   as   follows:

The  Bureau  of  Agricultural   Economics  estimated  the   demand  for  agri- 
cultural  products  under  conditions   of  full   employment   and  interpreted  this 
demand  in  terms  of  United  States   and  State   farm  prices.      Using  these   assumed 
State  farm  prices,   Production  Adjustment   Committees  estimated  the   quantities 
of  each  product  it  would  pay  farmers  to  produce,   keeping  in  mind  the   objec- 
tives  of   resource  maintenance   and   stable  and   satisfactory  incomes  for  farm 
people.     Their  estimates    are    reported  on  the   following  pages  under  the 
general 'heading,    "Postwar  Benchmark,"     They   are  not  forecasts  of  what   farmers 
will    do,   but   rather  indicate' level s   of  production  that  would  pay  under  the 
assitaed   conditions.      As   such,   they  help  visualize  the  extent   and  direction 
of  adjustments  needed  in  intervening  years.

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Cropping  Practices 

The  urgency  of  wartime  needs  for  the  products  of  agriculture  has  spurred 
the  advance  of  technology  on  the  farm.  -Ilore  is  now  known  than  formerly  about  the 
quantities  of  fertilizer  and  lime  that  it  will  oay  to  apply  under  differing  con- 
ditions of  soil,  climate,  and  crop  rotation.  Specific  practices  for  control  of 
erosion  have  been  tried  out  more  generally  in  recent  years.  New  varieties  have 
gained  prominence  and  new  ways  discovered  of  combating  insect  pests  and  diseases. 
Methods  and  machines  used  in  tillage  and  harvesting  operations  have  been  under- 
going changes. 

This  study  was  the  first  nation-wide  attempt  to  appraise  the  possibilities 
of  increasing  production  and  farmer's  incomes  through  a  more  widespread  use  of 
these  improved  production  techniques*  Information  on  the  current  extent  of  use 
of  practices  is  fragmentary.  Some  improved  practices  have  been  generally  adopted 
in  certain  regions  and  have  already  registered  most  of  their  short-run  effects 
upon  production— others  are  only  partially  in  use.  The  State  Production 
Adjustment  Committees  have  given  primary  consideration  to  those  practices,  the 
further  adoption  of  which  would  make  possible  and  orofitable  the  increased  levels 
of  production  indicated  for  postwar  under  the  assumed  prosperity  conditions « 
Thus,  some  of  the  very  important  practices  already  in  widespread  use  are  usually 
not  included.  For  example,  hybrid  corn  may  not  have  been  considered  in  certain 
Corn  Belt  States  where  it  is  already  generally  adopted. 

Not  all  State  committees  approached  this  problem  in  the  same  way.  Some 
considered  practices  individually,  while  others  grouped,  related  practices  and 
appraised  their  joint  effect  upon  productivity..  It  is  difficult,  therefore,  to 
make  any  adequate  quantitative  summary.  The  following  table  is  indicative  of  the 
groups  of  practices  suggested  for  emphasis,  but  it  is  in  no  sense  a  complete 
enumeration.  Results  in  terms  of  the  estimated  net  effect  upon  postwar  yields 
of  crops,  as  shown  on  pages  12-17,  are  necessarily  approximate  but  are  believed 
to  be  generally  indicative  of  the  possibilities* 

Practices  reported  by  the  State  committees  have  been  tentatively  grouped 
into  three  brord  classes  for  convenience .in  presentation.  These  are  (1)  fertility, 
(2)  conservation,  and  (3)  cultural  practices.  Fertility  practices  are  those  that 
add  fertility  to  the  soil  such  as  fertilizing  and  liming.  Conservation  practices 
are  those  that  tend  to  check  losses  in  soil  fertility,  reduce  soil  erosion,  and 
conserve  moisture  such  as  the  use  of  improved  crop  rotations,  farming  on  the  con- 
tour, and  better  pasture  management.  Cultural  practices  are  those  with  no  direct 
influence  on  the  level  of  soil  fertility,  such. as  the  use  of  improved  varieties, 
better  seeding  methods,  and  the  control  of  insects,  diseases,  and  weeds. 

Fertilizing  and  liming  are  the  only  practices  that  are  shown  separately 
in  the  table,  but  all  practice  acreages  mentioned  in  the  State  reports  are 
included  in  the  fertility,  conservation,  and  cultural  practice  group  totals 
(columns  5  and  6).  The  importance  of  fertilizing  and  liming  in  1943,  for  those 
States  of  a  region  that  reported  practice  information  of  any  sort,  is  indicated 
as  a  percentage  of  the  total  acreage  of  crop  or  pasture  land  on  which  these 
practices  v/ere  applied.  The  postwar  bench  mark  percentages  have  been  derived 
in  the  same  way»  Thus,  nearly  31  percent  of  the  Lake  States  cropland  acreage 
was  being  fertilized  in  1943  and  the  State  Production  Adjustment  Committees 
suggested  that  under  the  prosperity  conditions  assumed  it  would  pay  to  fertilize 
about  51  percent  in  the  postwar  bench  mark  period  (about  1950) 9 

Unusually  large  postwar  bench  mark  percentages  of  1943  practice  levels 
indicate  relatively  little  extent  of  adoption  in  1943 »  No  attempt  has  been  made 
to  weight  practices  according  to  their  relative  importance.  The  table  should  be 
used  only  as  indicative  of  the  principal  means  that  farmers  could  employ 
profitably  to  achieve  indicated  postwar  production  levels  under  prosperity  condi- 
tions. The  emphasis  given  to  individual  practices  is  discussed  in*. the  analytical 
report,  USDA  Mxsc%  Pub.  Ho.  595,  "Peacetime  Adjustments  in  Farming  --  Possibilities 
under  Prosperity  Conditions."
